Dr.  Y' alter  C,  KcCror»,  senior  Founiation  chemist,  attributed  the  duet's 
radioactive  content  to  recent  atomic  bomb  tests  In  Mevada. 

However,  ?«cCrone  said  the  radioactivity  here  is  still  "so  far  below  the 
tolerance  level  for  human  safety  that  nn  one  need  have  ar^  fears  of  ill  effects." 
The  "dosage"  of  radioactivity  now  present  in  the  ataosphere  is  much  less  than 
one  receives  -uhen  getting  a  tooth  x-rayed,  he  sjidd. 

Before  the  lat<^st  atomic  tests,  the  Foundation,  idiich  monthly  anal/jjes 
.  dust  samples  froiB  all  over  Chicag^o,  set  up  elaborate  equipment,  including 
geiger  counters,  to  detect  any  traces  of  radioactivity  in  the  city's  dustfall. 

These  lat.- st  samplF-s  were  collected  prior  to  yesterday's  explosion,  smd 
KcCrone  said  it  is  pos  ible  that  there  will  be  still  further  increases  in  the 
radioactive  content  of  Chicago  dust.

CHICAGO  -—  Ajnericans  need  to  develop  a  violent  allergy  to  increased 
governmental  activity,   Clarence  E,  Manion,  dean  of  the  Notre  Dame  university 
college  of  law,   said  tonight   (November  7)» 

Manion  spoke  at  the  dinner  of  the  Seventh  annual  Ifetional  Conference  on 
Industrial  Hydraulics  at  the  Sherman' hotel. 

Jfenion,   author  of  the  currently  popular  book,    "Key  to  Peace,"  said  the 
■American  government  was  not   constructed  as  a  source  of  welfare  and   cannot  function 
successfully  in  that  capacity. 

"We  can  yet  be  saved,"  Manion  said*    "if  the  time  comes  when  every 
suggestion  of  a  new  government   control,  regulation,   tax,   or  hand-out  from  the 
public  treasury  causes  every  citizen  to   break  out  in  a  red  rash  of  indignant 
resistance, 

"We  have  developed  a    'sweet  tooth'  for  these  poisons  and  they  have  done 
great  deimage  to  the  basic  structure  of  our  political  health." 

Manion  claimed  that  we  have  all  become   "drug  addicts"  to  increased 
government  activity  and  "we  must  all  take  the  cure." 

"Our  government  was  not  designed  to  rule  us  around  the  clock  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave,"  he  said. 

"The  people  gire  responsible  for  the  government  but  the  government  was 
never  intended  to  be  responsible  for  the  people."

"The  Key  to  Peace" 

By  Clarence  Ifenion,  Dean,  College  of  Law,  Notre  Dame  University, 

Our  American  System  of  Constitutionally  protected  freedom  shelters  wide 

diversities  of  individual  opinion  concerning  nany  things.  Ebwever,  the  continuatioi 

pf  this  system  of  Constitutionally  protected  freedom  requires  uniform  acceptance 

of  certain  basic  self-evident  truths.  Viiith  the  first  official  breath  of  this  new 

American  Republic  we  declared  our  belief  in  God  and  in  God  as  the  source  of  human 

rights  and  human  duties.  We  fvurther  declared  that  Government  is  our  servant  hired 

for  the  sole  purpose  of  protecting  and  preserving  these  gifts  from  our  Creator, 

With  all  of  our  vaunted  freedom,  we  are  not  free  to  deny  these  self-evident  truths 

that  were  stated  in  the  American  Declaration  of  Independence  as  the  base  and 

predicate  of  our  whole  Constitutional  System.  Nevertheless,  precisely  because 

these  basic  truths  are  denied  or  ignored  here  and  abroad  today,  we  are  in  a  welter 

of  confusion,  fear  and  frustration.   If,  in  general,  and  for  instance,  the  people 

of  the  United  States  now  knew  as  little  about  the  source  and  insulation  of 

electric  current  as  they  do  about  the  source  and  proper  insulation  of  human  liberty. 

they  would  spend  their  nights  in  semi-darkness  and  much  of  their  days  in  drudgery. 

Yet  liberty  is  much  more  important  than  electricity  and  its  sources  and  insulations 

are  much  easier  to  understand  and  much  simpler  to  detect.  The  insulation  for 

human  liberty  is  in  our  Constitutional  restrictions  upon  the  power  of  government. 

When  that  insulation  is  eroded,  impaired  or  worn  away  by  the  carelessness  and 

ignorance  of  the  very  people  whom  the  insulation  was  designed  to  protect,  its 

repair  and  replacement  is  practically  impossible.   It  has  been  truly  said  that 

"government,  like  fire,  is  a  dangerous  servant  and  fearful  master."

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Americsans  now  desperately  need  to  develop  a  violent  and  chronic  allergy 
to  increased  governmental  activity.  We  can  yet  be  saved  if  the  time  soon  comes 
when  every  suggestion  of  a  new  governmental  control,  regulation,  tax  or  hand-out 
from  the  public  treasury  causes  every  citizen  to  break  out  in  a  red  rash  of 
indignant  resistance.  We  have  developed  a  "sweet  tooth"  for  these  poisons  and 
they  have  done  great  damage  to  the  basic  structure  of  our  political  health.   In 
this  sense,  we  have  all  become  drug  addicts  and  we  must  all  take  the  cure.  Our 
governmental  structure  was  not  designed  to  rule  us  around  the  clock  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave.   It  was  not  constructed  as  a  source  of  welfare  and  cannot 
fujL.e*ion  successfully  in  any  such  capacity.  In  the  American  dispensation  the 
people  are  responsible  for  the  government  but  the  government  was  never  intended 
to  be  responsible  for  the  people.  Where  the  government  is  made  responsible  for 
the  people,  the  people  become  slaves  and  the  nmst  complete  system  of  human  slavery 
is  always  to  be  found  where  the  authority,  scope  and  power  of  government  is  supreme^. 

In  1912  Woodrow  YUlson  truly  said: 

"The  history  of  liberty  is  a  history  of  the  limitation  of  governmental 
power.  When  we  resist,  therefore,  the  concentration  of  power,  we  are  resisting 
the  processes  of  death  because  a  concentration  of  power  is  what  precedes  the 
destruction  of  human  liberties." 

In  our  difficulties  with  the  Communist  Government  of  Russia  the  military 
phase  of  the  struggle  is  only  secondary.  Primarily,  we  are  in  a  war  of  ideas;  a 
war  between  the  vitality  of  Constitutionally  protected  freedom  and  the  power  of 
materialistic  Statism..  Followers  of  the  all-powerful  State  including,  of  course, 
the  Communists,  understand  their  cause  perfectly.  They  are  out  to  reduce  all 
humanity  to  the  complete  control  of  a  godless  government.  There  is  no  confusion 
in  their  councils.  To  them,  their  diabolical  end  justifies  any  treachery,  any 
promise  or  pretense,  any  means  or  measure  however  criminal  or  scandalous,  as  long 

—more" 
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as  it.  is  calculated  to  achieve  that  end.  They  likewise  sense  the  new  open  secret 
that  our  great  American  ideals  and  principles  have  lost  appeal  for  the  majority 
of  our  people  and  particularly  for  our  youth.  As  a  nation  and  as  individuals  our 
instincts  seem  now  for  "survival"  merely,  for  "security",  for  holding  what  we  have, 
with  no  general  understanding  of  how  we  obtained  these  blessings,  or  how  they  may 
yet  be  multiplied  a  thousand  fold  in  future  years.  While  we  are  in  this  unfortunate 
and  defeatist  state  of  mind  we  can  never  hope  to  win  the  war  we  are  now  waging 
with  our  enemies  here  and  abroad.  To  win  quickly,  decisively  and  permanently  we 
must  stimulate  a  renewed  understanding  of  basic  American  principle  and  a  revival 
of  faith  in  the  ability  of  that  principle  to  conquer  the  mind  of  all  mankind. 
Our  key  to  victory  and  peace  is  to  be  found  in  the  words  spoken  eloquently  and 
officially  with  the  first  breath  of  the  new  life  of  the  American  Republic  -  The 
Declaration  of  Independence.   In  this  spirit  of  faith  in  God  and  in  the  CJod-given 
freedom  of  every  human  creature  of  God,  we  won  our  first  great  victory  and  in  that 
same  spirit  we  have  won  an  endless  series  of  triumphs  in  peace  and  war  throughout 
the  past  175  years*  This  is  the  imperishable  principle  that  exalts  man  while  it 
strictly  limits  government  the  service  and  protection  of  man's  freedom.  This  is 
the  principle  of  our  Constitutional  System  which  is  the  express  restriction  tf 
government's  power  and  which  directs  its  purpose,  permanently  and  precisely  to 
the  ends  described;  namely,  the  freedom  9f  the  individual.  Unless  these 
fundamentals  are  as  comprehensible  now  as  they  were  in  177^  America  is  doomed. 
If  our  generation  is  unable  to  accept  the  basic  morality  and  basic  Americanism 
set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  then  we  have  already  lost  the  war 
with  Statism.  I  happen  to  believe,  however,  that  those  truths  will  be  as 
acceptable  now  as  they  were  in  I776.  We  now  have  abundant  evidence  to  substantiate 
what  the  Ibunding  ikthers,  out  of  their  great  faith,  held  to  be  self-evident  truth.

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Practically  all  of  the  material  progress  of  all  time  is  crowded  into 
the  one-hundred  and  eeventy-five  years  of  history  that  has  elapsed  since  our 
Declaration  of  Independence  was  written  and  practically  all  of  this  progress  has 
occurred  here  in  the  country  for  which  and  by  which  that  famous  declaration  was 
made.     By  these  fruits  the  seed  of  God-given  huimn  freedom  has  been  tested  and 
is   justified. 

Misguided  propaganda,   sometimes   disguised  as  education,   has  lately  led 
our  people  to  believe  that  progress  and  happiness  are  somehow  bound  up  with  an 
expansion  and  centralization  of  governmental  power.      It   is  precisely  this  poisonous 
doct^rine  that  has  exposed  us  to  subjugation  by  our  enemies.     This  belief  can  and 
must  be  reversed.      In  this  critical  battle  for  the  minds  of  men  we  have  all  the 
weapons  on  our  side  if  we  only  dare  to  use  them  with  the  courage,    faith  and  force 
of  those  who  forged  them  for  us   in  that  critical  hour  when  the  United  States  was 
born.     The  seed  of  our  success  was   in  our  American  Ihith  -  Ihith  in  God  -  Faith 
in  the  capacity  of  our  people  to  govern  themselves  under  God  -  and  Faith  in 
Constitutional  limitations  upon  government.     James  Madison,   the  Father  of  the 
Constitution,  stated  that  here  in  America  we  staked   "the  whole  future  of  our 
political  institutions  upon  the  capacity  of  mankind  for  self-government."

Scientific  progress  on  a  wide  variety  of  research  projects  and  an  increase 
of  one-third  in  volume  of  investment  by  sponsors  are  revealed  in  the  report. 

Research  appropriations  invested  by  sponsors  of  projects  at  the  Foundation 
reached  a  total  of  $6,225,301  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  August  3I,    1951t   as 
compared  to  $4,614,958  during  I949-50. 

The  Foundation  is  a  non-endowed,    not-for-profit  scientific  research  organi- 
zation supported  by  industrial  concerns  and  government  agencies  who  contract  for 
its  services,     A  full-time  staff  of  856  persons  undertook  332  projects  during  the 
past   year. 

"Founded  in  I936,   the  Foundation  has  grown  in  size  and  breadth  of 
accomplishment   each  year,"  Dr.   Leedy  said   in  issuing  the  report.      "The  organization' 
fifteenth  year  marks  another  milestone  in  that   growth." 

Studies  of  trace  elements  in  meat,    lightweight   concrete  aggregates,    the 
flow  of  molten  metal,    jet   engine  exhausts,   electrical  impulses  originating  in 
muscles,  and  methods  of  stress  analysis  are  examples  of  more  than  100  projects 
described  in  the  illustrated  report.

Armour  Research  Foundation  scientists  and  engineers  specialize   in  the 
applied  sciences,    including  physics,    metallurgy,    chemistry  and  chemical  engineering, 
electrical  engineering,    ceramics  and  minerals,    heat-power,   mechanism  and  propulsion, 
and  structural  research. 

Here  are  some  examples  of  projects  undertaken  during  the  year: 
Engineers  studied  the  effect  of  muzzle  blast  upon  aircraft   skin  and  structure

Members  of  the  physics  department  have  published  the  results 
of  an  extensive  survey  of   city  noise  which  included  more  than  3'^«000  measureraentSo 
The  National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals,   an  information  service  for  scientists 
seeking  hard-to-find  compounds,   received  8,300  inquires  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  increased  amount  of  international  research,    including  projects 
in  Latin  America,  Europeo  and  the  Far  East.     A  survey  of  South  American  construction 
HBterials  has   just  been  completed. 

The  Foundation  serves  35  companies  licensed  to  manufacture  magnetic  record- 
ing equipment  under  its  73  patents.  The  Foundation  introduced  a  radically  improved 
form  of  magnetic  recording  shortly  before  World  War  II. 

Construction  began  on  a  new  $600,C03  Mechanics  Research  building,    to  be 
completed  early  next  year,   and  a  new  Electrical  Engineering  building  was  acquired.

CHICAGO  —  Over  five  tons  more  dust  fell  on  each  square  mile  of  Chicago 
last  month  than  in  October,   1950» 

IVfeiurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  reported  today  that  the  average  dustfall 
per  square  mile  last  month  was  49»51  tons.     During  October,    1930.   the  average 
was  43»83  iona  per  square  mile,   or  5«68  tons  less. 

In  spite  of  this   increase  over  October,    1950»   however,  Kayner  disclosed 
in  his  monthly  report  to  the  Chicago  Smoke  Inspection  and  Abatement  department 
that  there  was  a  decrease  of  14»83  tons  per  square  mile  below  the  total  for 
September  of  this  year.     The  September,    1951.  average  was  64«34  tons  per  square 
mile. 

September  was  characterized  by  Kayner  as  being  extremely  dusty  because 
of  high  winds,   rain,   and  low  temperatures. 

Dustiest  location  in  Chicago  in  October,  Kayner 's  report  said,   was  the 
400  block  of  South  LaSalle  street,  where  the  average  dustfall  was  180,85  tons 
per  square  mile.     The  area  around  The  Fair  Store  followed  closely,  with  l67c.76 
tons  per  square  mile. 

Over  50  per  cent  of  the  dust  collected  in  the  Loop  during  the  winter 
months  is  non-combustible,  Kayner  said.     He  also  explained  that  the  winter  months 
are  considerably  dustier  than  the  summer  months.

FYI,  here  is  a  brief  explanation  of  the  Foundation's  dustfall  service  to 
the  City  of  Chicago, 

~  Jim  Armsey 


Since  July,   194^,  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  has  been  measuring  and  analyzing  dust  collected  from  23  sampling  stations 
throughout  Chicago  by  the  city's  Smoke  Inspection  and  Abatement  department. 

Dust   is  collected  in  glass  battery  jars,   six  inches  in  diameter  and  eight 
inches  tall.     To  prevent  dust  from  blowing  away,   the   jars  are  filled  partially 
with  liquid.     In  winter,   an  anti-freeze  solution  and  distilled  water  are  used. 
In  summer,   the  anti-freeze  is  eliminated,   and  more  water  is  added  to  con^jensate 
for  evaporation. 

The  city  attempts  to  put  the   jars  on  four-story  buildings,   to  insure 
collecting  only  actual  dustfall,  rather  than  dust  circulated  by  winds  closer  to 
the  ground  levels. 

After  being  exposed  30  days,   the  jars  are  collected  by  the  city  and  turned 
over  to  the  Foundation  for  analysis.     Dustfall  is  then  tabulated  in  tons  per  square 
mile  per  month. 

In  the  Foundation's  laboratories t  the  liquid  is  measured,  and  insoluble 
dust  is  filtered  out.     Then,   soluble  dust  content  is  determined.     Insoluble  dust 
is  analyzed  to  establish  the  proportion  of  tar  like  substances,   carbon,  and  nonr- 
combustible  inorganic  matter.     The  findings  are  reported  to  the  city.

It  is  the  second  largest  independent  research  center  in  the  country  and  has 
conducted  over  7,500  research  projects  for  2,500  companies.

The  Institute  for  Psychological  Services  is  another  public  service 
research  organization  of  Illinois  Tech.     It  offers  a  complete  industrial 
and  professional  testing  service  widely  used  by  local  industries  in  deter- 
mining fitness  of  applicants  for  positions  and  advancements.     It  also  main- 
tains an  adult  reading  service  by  which  interested  persons  can  improve 
their  rate  of  reading  and  comprehension.

The  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  was  established  at  Illinois  Tech  in 

1941  by  65  associate  member  companies  as  a  non-profit  organization 

devoted  to  methods  of  advancing  the  technology  of  the  manufactured  and 

natural  gas  industry  through  education  and  research.     Its  primary  objective 

is  to  prosecute  fundamental  and  applied  research  pertinent  to  the  entire 

gas  industry.

The  Central  Research  Laboratory  of  the  Association  of  American 
Railroads  on  the  campus  was  completed  and  occupied  in  1950.     The  new 
laboratory  provides  a  nerve  center  for  railroad  research.     It  is  the 
headquarters  for  engineering,   mechanical,  and  sanitation  research,   and 
for  studies  on  refrigerator  cars,   containers,   ard  other  subjects. 
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***** 
To  stimulate  research  and  scientific  progress  throughout  the 
country,   the  college  and  Armour  Research  Foundation  have  also  under- 
taken the  sponsorship  of  a  number  of  technical  conferences,    conventions, 
and  symposia  with  the  cooperation  of  various  professional  societies. 
Largest  of  these  are  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial  Hydraulics, 
Midwest  Power  Conference,   National  Electronics  Conference,   a  Thin 
Films  Symposium,   an  industrial  research  conference,   the  Mechanics 
Colloquium,    Midwest  Materials  Handling  Conference,   and  National  Con- 
gress of  Applied  Mechanics. 

***** 

Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,    one  of  the  great  modern  architects  of 
our  time,  and  chairman  of  the  Institute's  department  of  architecture, 
executed  the  architectural  plan  for  Technology  Center  of  Tomorrow,   which 
represents  one  of  the  rare  instances  in  modern  times  where  it  has  been 
possible  to  design  on  so  large  a  scale.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE  AND  REDEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM  - 
ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

Build  a  modern  engineering  college  in  a  slum  area? 

That's  just  what  trustees  of  Illinois  Institute  o£  Technology  are  doing. 

When  Illinois  Tech  was  formed  in  July,  1940  through  the  merger  of 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology  and  Lewis  Institute,  the  board  members 
were  faced  with  the  major  problem  of  where  to  locate  the  new  school. 

Both  Lewis,   founded  in  1896  through  the  provisions  of  the  will  of 
Allen  C.   L*ewis  on  Chicago's  near  west  side,   and  Armour,   established  in 
1892  by  Philip  D.  Armour  on  Chicago's  then  fashionable  near  south  side, 
were  in  slum  neighborhoods. 

Consideration  of  the  residential  source  of  the  student  hody  dictated 
the  need  for  an  easily-accessible,   central  location.     Traveling  time  t>i 
students  in  the  Institute's  comprehensive  evening  division  had  to  be  coji- 
gidered.     To  fulfill  its  aim  of  service  through  research,   proximity  t<^ 
business  and  industrial  areas  was  necessary. 

Search  for  a  location  narrowed  finally  to  the  central  south  aifie 
where  the  Institute's  program  was  already  functioning  in  the  Armour 
location  at  33rd  and  Federal  streets. 

There  were  serious  faults  with  the  neighborhood,   which  had  run 
df^wn  to  the  point  where  it  had  become  America's  largest  and  worst  slum 
ar«a.     Still,   for  the  most  part,   property  deterioration  had  gone  as  far  as 
it  could. 
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On  the  premise  that  work  and  wise  planning  could  bring  an  improve- 
ment not  only  to  the  immediate  area,   but  to  the  surrounding  locale  as  well, 
the  trustees  made  their  decision  to  stand  and  fight  and  work  for  the  rejuve- 
nation of  the  entire  area  about  them. 

The  original  Armour  Campus  of  seven  acres  was  projected  to  110. 
Lay-out  of  the  new  campus  was  done  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,   world- 
famous  head  of  the  Institute's  architecture  department.     It  represents  one 
of  the  few  instances  in  modern  times  when  it  is  possible  to  plan  on  so  large 
a  scale. 

Of  the  proposed  110  acres,    85  have  been  acquired  and  67  have  been 
cleared,    rebuilt,    or  converted.     The  eighteen  original  buildings,   including 
six  fraternity  houses,   have  been  expanded  to  41,    of  which  10  are  housing 
units. 

Three  residence  halls  (one  x  ten-story  apartment  for  married 
students  and  staff),   a  central  heating  plant,   and  seven  classroom  and  lab- 
oratory buildings  are  new  buildings  in  the  modern  functional  style  which 
characterizes  the  architectural  design  of  all  Technology  Center  Buildings. 
Two  others,   a  chapel  and  another  research  laboratory  are  under  construction. 

Encouraged  by  Illinois  Tech's  results,   other  groups  have  followed  the 
Institute's  lead.     Michael  Reese  hospital  has  undertaken  an  ambitious  pro- 
gram of  expansion.     The  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  has  begun  one 
of  the  nation's  largest  privately-financed  housing  projects,   and  the  Chicago 
Housing  Authority  has  already  completed  most  of  a  large  low-cost  housing 
project  and  plans  a  second  in  the  area. 
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EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM  -  ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    one  of  the  nation's  leading  colleges 
of  engineering  education,   has  developed  a  new  and  somewhat  unusual  program 
of  preparing  its  graduates  for  their  professions. 

Its  curricula  have  been  geared  to  the  specific  needs  of  industry. 

Outstanding  examples  of  this  program  are  the  fire  protection  and 
safety  engineering,    food  engineering,   and  technical  drawing  departments. 
Illinois  Tech  is  the  only  college  or  university  in  the  country  which  offers 
degrees  in  these  fields. 

In  each  case,    Illinois  Tech  saw  a  need  for  a  complete  and  thorough 
education,   based  on  specific  demands  of  the  insurance  industry,   the  food 
processing  industry,    and  general  engineering  or  educational  fields.     In 
1949  the  Institute  of  Design,    founded  in  1937  as  the  New  Bauhaus  by  the 
late  Moholy-Nagy,    nnerged  with  Illinois  Tech  and  became  a  degree -granting 
department.     Illinois  Tech  recognizes  the  interlocking  dependency  of  art, 
science,    and  technology  in  the  fields  of  visual  design,    product  design,    and 
photography. 

The  major  role  in  the  education  of  any  student  is  played  by  his 
instructors.     As  often  as  is  possible  and  practical,    Illinois  Tech  selects 
its  instructors  from  the  ranks  of  industry.     In  this  way  the  student  gains, 
not  only  from  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  education  of  the  instructor, 
but  the  everyday  application  of  these  principles  to  the  specific  problems 
of  business  and  industry. 
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In  each  field  of  engineering  and  scientific  study  the  student  is  offered 
in  his  third  year  either  a  research  or  management  option.     Under  the  man- 
agement option  his  intensive  education  in  the  chosen  technical  field  is  aug- 
mented by  courses  in  business  and  economics,    psychology,    and  English. 

Illinois  Tech  differs  from  most  engineering  colleges  in  that,  through 
its  extensive  liberal  arts  department,    it  places  more  emphasis  upon   the 
humanities.     It  is  a  major  part  of  the  Institute's  educational  aims  that  each 
graduate  is  aware  of  his  responsibilities  not  only  to  his  profession   but   to 
society. 

The  college  constantly  strives  to  produce  well-rourded,  tlioroughly 
integrated,  socially  conscious  individuals  v/ho  through  W-ierr  education,  are 
able  to  assume  the   responsibilities  dennanded  of  them  by  society  and  industry. 
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FIRE  PROTECTION  AND  SAFETY  ENGINEERING  - 
ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

The  only  degree -granting  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering 
course  in  the  country  is  offered  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

In  1903  officials  of  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,   forerunner  of 
Illinois  Tech,  saw  the  need  for  professionally  trained  personnel  in  the 
insurance  business. 

Since  that  time  hundreds  of  graduates  of  the  Illinois  Tech  depart- 
nnent  have  taken  major  places  in  the  insurance  industry  and  in  industrial 
safety  work. 

Graduates  of  the  program  have  received  an  intensive  education  in 
all  phases  of  insurance  and  safety.     This  includes  specialized  courses  in 
insurance  schedules,  hydromechanics,  thermodynamics,  fire  protection 
engineering,  insurance  practices  and  principles,  industrial  safety,  property 
appraisal,   special  hazards,  and  schedule  rating. 

Fundamental  courses  are  required  in  economics,  chemistry,  physics, 
technical  drawing,  English  and  composition,  nnathematics,  engineering 
mechanics,   electricity,   and  heat  flow. 

In  technical  courses,  the  department  uses  the  facilities  of  the  Under- 
writers Laboratory. 

Director  of  the  department  is  Professor  John  J.   Ahern,   one  of  the 
leading  authorities  on  the  investigation  and  prevention  of  fire.     In  addition 
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to  his  academic  duties,  Ahern  is  a  consultant  for  several  major  insurance 
companies  and  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Success  of  the  program  is  evidenced  by  the  extent  of  its  subsidiza- 
tion by  the  insurance  business.  Each  year  a  large  number  of  scholarships 
are  awarded  by  individual  insurance  companies. 
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DR.   HENRY  TOWNLEY  HEALD 
PRESIDENT  OF  ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

His  father  was  a  plant  pathologist  who  taught  in  several  western 
and  southern  colleges,    so  Dr.  Henry  Townley  Heald  was  early  indoctrinated 
in  the  demands  and  limitations  of  college  life. 

Although  as  a  boy  he  thought  he  might  follow  in  his  father's  foot- 
steps as  a  teacher,   he  was  intrigued  by  the  romance  of  civil  engineering, 
the  designing  and  building  of  towering  structures,  bridges,   and  highways. 

At  21,   his  formal  training  behind  him.   Dr.  Heald  made  his  first 
major  decision.     He  tackled  the  problem  of  building -- first  for  a  railroad, 
then  a  city  bureau,   and  finally  a  private  firm. 

But  he  couldn't  shake  off  his  innate  attachment  to  education.     It 
kept  popping  up  in  his  mind,   and  suddenly  it  dawned  on  him  that  engineer- 
ing and  education  might  go  hand  in  hand.     Out  of  this  realization  came  his 
second  big  decision,    one  that  was  to  shape  the  pattern  of  his  own  life  and 
carve  a  niche  for  him  not  only  in  engineering  education  but  in  the  life  of  a 
community. 

In  1927  he  joined  the  staff  of  Chicago's  Armour  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology as  an  assistant  professor  of  civil  engineering.     His  rise  was 
spectacular.     In  quick  succession  he  became  assistant  to  the  dean,   dean  of 
freshmen,   dean  of  the  Institute,   acting  president,   and  in  May  1938,   president. 

When  Armour  Tech  was  merged  with  Lewis  Institute  in  1940  to  form 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    Dr.  Heald  became  president  of  the  Institute 
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he  has   now  guided  for  nearly    11  years   during  a   period  of   remarkable 
growth  and  acconnplishment. 

Its  operating  budget  has  jumped  from  $1.  2  million  to  $10.  7  million, 
its  assets  from  $5  million  to  $18.7  million,   its  annual  industrial  research 
volume  from  $400,  000  to  $6.  5  million,   its  area  from  7  acres  to  85  acres 
of  a  projected  110-acre  tract  set  aside  for  educational  and  research  build- 
ings and  housing  units   (11  of  which  have  already  risen  where  only  a  few 
years  ago  stood  some  of  the  nation's  worst  slums). 

Dr.  Heald  long  ago  resolved  his  early  conflict  about  a  career:    he 
is  both  an  educator  and  an  engineer.     But  he  is  more.     He  is  a  civic  leader 
--in  land  clearance  and  urban  redevelopment.     He  is  a  business  man --a 
director  of  numerous  companies,   including  a  steel  foundry,   a  gas  company, 
a  packing  firm.     He  is  a  spokesman  for  technological  research  and  develop- 
ment,  for  private  support  of  education,   for  industry-education  cooperation, 

"Industry  and  education  must  work  compatibly  on  a  two-way  street,  " 
he  says.     "If  they  don't,   government  will  step  in  and  control  both," 

Education  is  no  ivory  tower  for  him;  nor  is  business  a  forbidden 
territory.     He  has  demonstrated  they  can  work  together  to  their  mutual 
advantage,   "a  free  partnership  of  science,   education,   and  industry,"  as  he 
terms  it. 
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LUDWIG  MIES  VAN  DER  ROHE 

Director  of  the  Department  of  Architecture 

ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE    OF  TECHNOLOGY 


Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,    one  of  the  world's  foremost  modern 
architects,   former  director  of  the  Bauhaus  in  Dessau,   has  designed  the 
110-acre  campus  now  under  construction  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  11  connpleted  research,   laboratory,    and  residence  buildings  of 
the  Institute's  proposed  20-odd  structures,    represents  his  biggest  under- 
taking in  America  and,    also,    marks  the  first  modern  American  campus 
ever  built  as  a  single,    conforming  architectural  unit. 

The  64-year-old  German,   who  emigrated  to  the  United  States  in  1938 
to  become  director  of  Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture,   possesses 
a  distinct  and  unique  "Mies"  concept  of  architecture, 

"Skin  and  bones  architecture,  "  is  how  Mies  describes  his  own  design. 
"I  have  always  wanted  to  express  a  building  as  it  really  is,  "  he  says.     "I 
don't  want  to  hide  its  structure,  " 

Thus,    Mies'  buildings  allow  no  decoration  except  that  formed  by  the 
character  and  juxtaposition  of  the  structural  elenaents;  they  are  structures 
of  exposed  "U"  and  "I- shaped"  steel  columns,   bare  brick  panels,    and  huge 
rectangularly  shaped  glass  windows. 

Ludwig  Mies  (he  later  added  his  mother's  surname,    van  der  Rohe) 
was  born  in  1886  in  the  ancient  city  of  Aachen  on  the  border  of  Germany  and 
the  Low  Countries.     Never  having  received  any  fornnal  architectural 
training,    Mies  learned  the  first  lesson  of  building- -the  placing  of  stone 
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on  stone- -from  his  father,    a  master  mason  and  the  proprietor  of  a  small 
stone  cutting  shop.     By  actually  working  with  stone,   he  acquired  as  a 
boy  what  many  school-trained  architects  never  learn:    a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  possibilities  and  limitations  of  masonry  construction, 

Mies'  world-wide  reputation  in  modern  architecture  was  attained 
chiefly  through  seven  European  projects:    the  first  glass  skyscraper,    1919; 
the  second  glass  skyscraper,    1920-21;  a  glass-and-concrete  office  building, 
1922;  a  brick  country  house,    1923;  a  concrete  country  house,    1924;  and 
the  Barcelona  Pavilion  and  Tugendhat  House  in  Brno,    Czechoslovakia, 
1930. 

In  1930,    Mies  was  named  director  of  the  Bauhaus  School,    Dessau,    at 
the  recommendation  of  former  director,    Walter  Gropius;  in  1931  he  was 
appointed  a  professor  at  the  Prussian  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences; 
then  in  the  sunrimier  of  1938,   he  left  Germany  to  head  the  department  of 
architecture  at  Illinois  Tech;  and  in  1944,   became  an  American  citizen. 

Upon  his  arrival  in  America,    Mies  undertook  the  largest  project  in 
his  architectural  career,    that  of  transforming  Illinois  Tech's  campus  into 
one  of  the  nation's  most  modern  centers  of  technological  education  and 
research. 

At  Technology  Center  is  the  living  and  constantly  growing  personifi- 
cation of  his  modern  artistic  talents,   which  are  reflected  in  Mies'  own 
words: 

"It  is  hopeless  to  try  to  use  the  forms  of  the  past  in  our  architecture. 
It  is  not  possible  to  move  forward  and  look  backwards;  he  who  lives  in 
the  past  cannot  advance.     Architecture  is  the  will  of  an  epoch  translated 
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into  space;  living,    changing,   new.     And  not  yesterday,    not  tomorrow, 
only  today  can  be  given  form.

INSTITUTE  OF  DESIGN  OF  ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

One  of  the  country's  most  interesting  and  unusual  college  programs 
is  taught  at  the  Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  Institute  was  founded  in  1937  as  the  New  Bauhaus  by  the  late 
Lazlo  Moholy-Nagy,   and  embodied  the  educational  principles  and  philoso- 
phies of  the  Weimar  Bauhaus  in  Germany  where  its  founder  was  both 
student  and  instructor. 

Moholy-Nagy,   who  was  known  as  "a  modern  well  in  advance  of  his 
tinnes,  "  and  as  the  author  of  "The  New  Vision"  and  "Vision  in  Motion," 
died  in  November,    1946. 

The  Institute  merged  with  and  became  a  degree -granting  department 
of  Illinois  Tech  in  December,    1949. 

Education  at  the  Institute  is  based  on  the  principles  that  there  is  no 
barrier  between  the  applied  and  fine  arts,   that  useful  objects  and  articles 
of  every-day  life  can  have  beaiuty,  and  that  the  task  of  the  designer  is  to 
relate  contemporary  developments  in  materials,   tools,   and  methods  with 
art  in  mass-produced  goods. 

For  example,   a  chair  has  always  been  an  object  on  which  a  person 
sits.     In  early  days,    rough-hewn  boards  sufficed.     Through  the  years,   how- 
ever,  a  chair  became  more  than  a  mere  utilitarian  object.     The  many  special 
functions  perfornned  by  people  were  slowly  reflected  in  the  chair.     Thus 
special  chairs  were  developed  for  dining,    lounging,  working   (steno  chairs, 
swivel  chairs)    etc. 
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Today  the  chair  is  still  evolving.     Scientific  studies  of  posture  have 
pointed  changes  in  design.     Recent  developments  in  materials  -tubular 
steels,   plastics,   foam  rubber,   plywood,   for  example  -  have  had  their  effect 
on  the  chair.     Television  has  dictated  new  changes  for  greater  durability, 
comfort,   and  maneuverability. 

Modern  heating  developments  have  made  the  radiator  a  thing  of  the 
past.     Storage  units  have  eliminated  closets.     To  accomplish  such  develop- 
ments at  the  highest  level  a  close  correlation  between  art,    science  and 
technology  is  demanded. 

All  students  of  the  Institute,   before  beginning  specialized  work  in 
one  of  the  three  degree -granting  fields  of  product  design,   visual  design, 
or  photography  and  film,   are  required  to  take  the  Foundation  course  in  the 
first  three  semesters.     All  the  elements  which  are  the  components  of  design 
are  presented.     At  each  stage  art,    science,   and  technology  form  an  inter- 
locking pattern. 

Throughout  the  course,   the  student  works  with  tools,   machines,   and 
materials  which  interact  with  his  theoretical  knowledge  and  artistic  sensi- 
bility and  sensitivity.     By  working  with  clay,   plastic,   wood,   paper,    sheet 
metal,    glass,   he  gains  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  appearance,    structure, 
texture,   and  the  limitations  of  each.     Step  by  step,  he  discovers  the  possi- 
bilities of  each. 

In  establishing  a  degree -granting  department  of  design,    Illinois  Tech 

recognized  the  increasing  need  for  complete,   professional  education  in  this 

growing  field.     It  saw  an  awakening  which  was  reducing  the  lag  in  application 

of  contemporary  art,  culture,  and  materials  to  machine  age  products.     It 

foresees  the  day  when  the  two  will  proceed  apace.

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A-C  NETWORK  CALCULATOR  AT  ILLINOIS  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

A  major  Indiana  power  cohipany  was  faced  with  the  addition  of  a  huge 
new  industrial  consumer.     It  had  td  know  how  to  rearrange  its  generating  and 
transmission  systems. 

An  Iowa  power  company  was  plan^iing  a  new  central  transnnission  line. 
It  needed  to  know  what  loads  the  lines  mvist  be  able  to  carry  20  years  in  the 
future. 

A  Wisconsin  company  planned  to  add  a  new  generating  station.     It  had 
to  know  the  precise  extent  of  new  eqxxipment  demanded. 

These  problems  were  among  those  worked  out  recently  on  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology's  A-C  Network  Calculator,  an  elaborate  device  on 
which  an  electrical  model  of  a  power  systena  can  be  quickly  made. 

Electrically  speaking,    each  entire  system  is  set  up,   in  miniature,   in 
a  30x20  foot  room. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies,  homeowners  and  industries  are  being 
assured  low-cost  and  improved  electrical  service,   and  power  companies  are 
making  maximum  use  of  their  present  facilities  and  saving  in  additions, 
improvements,   and  adjustments. 

With  the  network  calculator,   any  system,    ranging  from  that  of  a  single 
small  industrial  plant  to  a  system  of  several  million  consumers,   can  be 
accurately  reproduced. 
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Instead  of  time-consuming  and  often  impossible  mathematical 
calculations,   an  electrical  engineer  can  set  up  a  system  representing 
transmission  lines  extending  for  hundreds  of  miles  with  voltages  as  high 
as  several  hundred  thousand  volts  to  transmit  power  enough  to  supply  even 
large  industrial  areas. 

These  are  represented  by  exactly  proportional  small  quantities 
which  can  be  safely  manipulated,    measured,   and  studied. 

The  important  large  generating  stations  of  several  interconnecting 
power  companies,   operating  in  several  states  with  connections  and  sub- 
stations,   can  all  be  represented  in  one  setup  of  the  model. 

Enough  circuit  elements  are  available  to  represent  12  generating 

stations,    100  transmission  lines  or  transformers,   40  loads,   and  18 

variable  ratio  transformers.

The  miniature  system  can  be  adjusted  to  simulate  any  operating  con- 
dition.    Fronrx  the  readings,   the  engineers  can  immediately  determine  the 
effect  of  additional  loads,   methods  by  which  they  can  best  be  carried,    system 
performance,   and  system  changes  that  can,    should,    or  must  be  made  at  any 
given  time. 

In  addition  to  problems  of  everyday  operating  conditions,    studies  can 
be  made  of  storm  or  disaster  conditions  which  render  generators,   lines,   or 
other  equipment  useless.     Best  methods  of  maintaining  or  restoring  service 
are  developed  as  precautionary  measures. 

The  engineers  of  the  local  power  company  supply  complete  information 
on  the  local  system.     Characteristics  of  all  lines,   generators,  transformers, 
loads,,  and  voltages  are  reduced  to  calculator  values. 
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The  calculator  circuits  are  then  connected  exactly  as  the  real 
equipment  and  adjusted  to  have  equivalent  values.     When  all  conditions 
are  matched,  the  setup  beconnes  an  exact  electrical  replica  of  the  actual 
system. 

Changes  can  be  made,   new  lines  added,   new  loads  served,   new 
generators  put  into  operation,   transmission  points  relocated,   etc.  ,   and 
accurate,   immediate  measurements  can  be  made  at  all  points  to  show  the 
effects  of  such  changes. 

The  answers,    quickly  obtained  by  reading  delicate  and  accurate 
meters,   give  more  information  about  the  system  being  studied  than  can  be 
practically  determined  by  physical  measurement  or  by  mathematical 
equations. 

Evrett  (correct)  B.    Eggers,    electrical  engineer  at  Illinois  Tech,   is 
in  charge  of  the  calculator  which  is  contained  in  24  cabinets,    each  18  inches 
wide  and  seven  feet  high.     These  are  connected  to  a  main  metering  desk 
where  readings  are  made.     The  equipment  consists  of  miles  of  wiring,    over 
900  toggle  switches,    700  rotary  switches,    several  dozen  meters,   and  over 
500  plug  cords. 

The  calculator  can  also  be  used  in  solving  complicated  problems  of 
mechanical  stresses,  heat  flow,   acoustics,   gas  system  analyses,   and 
transient  analyses.

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CHICAGrO  —  A  new  method  of  •>hree~dimenaional  photoelastio  stress  analysis 
has  been  developed  by  Dr.  Max  M.  IVoeht,  research  professor  and  director  of 
experimental  stress  anai^ysis  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Roscoe 
Guernsey,  associate  professor  at  the  University  of  Texas,  formerly  a  research 
fellow  at  Illinois  Tech. 

With  the  new  method  it  is  now  possible  to  determine  the  actual  principal 
stresses  at  any  interior  point  of  a  body. 

Prior  to  this  development,  only  principal  shears  could  be  found. 

In  making  such  a  study.  Dr.  Frocht  first  machines  a  plastic  model  of  the 
part  to  be  analyzed.  This  is  then  placed  in  a  special  furnace  designed  for  this 
purpose. 

The  leads  are  applied  while  the  plastic  model  is  heated  to  a  suitable  high 
temperature  and  are  not  removed  until  after  the  model  cools  to  room  temperatureo 
The  stresses  developed  by  the  loads  are  in  this  way  "fixed"  or  "frozen"  into  the 
model. 

The  model  can  then  be  sliced  or  sectioned  without  disturbing  the  frozen 
stresses^  These  sections,  when  placed  in  a  photoelastic  polariscopee  reveal  a 
stress  pattern  which  can  be  observed  and  photographed. 

The  stresses  present  at  any  point  in  a  section  can  be  studied  in  detail 
and  the  complete  stress  system,  consisting  of  maximum,  minimumj  and  intermediate 
stresses,  can  be  found© 
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Four  points  stand  out  in  the  development. 

1.  The  method  is  new, 

2o  Methods  previously  proposed  reauired  special  materials  not  available 
in  this  countryo  The  present  method  is  effective  with  available  materials  such 
as  Fosterite, 

3o  Previous  methods  were  limited  to  the  elastic  statso  The  new  method 
applies  to  both  plastic  and  elastic  stresses  in  the  model* 

4<»  The  method  has  been  applied  to  a  specific  problem  with  a  great  deal 
of  accuracyo 

The  method  makes  it  possible  to  study  three-dimensional  stresses  in 
ccmplicated  machine  parts  and  structural  elements  which  had  hitherto  defied  both 
theoretical  and  experimental  analysis  and  should  materially  contribute  to  more 
rational  and  efficient  design. 

Photoelasticity  in  general  is  in  wide  use  in  industry  and  government 
laboratories  as  an  experimental  method  of  stress  analysis* 

Dr*  Frocht  and  Guernsey  were  assisted  in  the  development  of  this  method 
by  David  Landsberg,  assistant  research  engineer  in  the  photoelasticity  laboratory 
at  Illinois  Techo 

A  paper  giving  the  theory  of  the  method  was  presented  before  the  first 
U.  Sa  National  Congress  for  Applied  Mechanics  last  June  in  ChicagOo  The 
development  grew  out  of  an  investigation  sponsored  by  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  for  Aeronautics  and  the  Beaearch  Corporation*

CHICAGO  —  The  sun  may  be  responsible  for  storms  and  disruption  of  radio 
and  radar  communications,  Dr»  Walter  Orr  Roberts,  of  the  joint  Harvard  university- 
Fiiiversity  of  Colorado  altitude  observatory,  said  tonight. 

Dr.  Roberts  spoke  before  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  chapter  of 
Sigma  Xi,  n'ltional  society  for  the  encouragement  of  scientific  research. 

"One  of  the  unsolved  problems  of  the  sun's  atmosphere,"  Dr.  Roberts  said, 
"is  the  method  by  which  giant  prominences  of  hydrogen  flare  up  around  the  sun  even 
though  the  gravitational  pull  of  that  body  is  about  27  times  as  strong  as  the 
earth's  gravity." 

Solar  "flares",  which  occasionally  burst  forth  from  the  sun  like  giant 
explosions,  may  be  responsible  for  various  phenomena  on  the  earth,  Roberts  said, 

"Presumably  associated  with  the  flares  are  tremendous  bursts  of  ultravio lei- 
radiation  that  produce  spectacular  effects  in  the  upper  atmosphere  layers  of  the 
earth  upon  which  we  depend  for  long  distance  radio  communication. 

"And  perhaps,"  continued  Roberts,  "even  the  entire  question  of  the  origin 
of  terrestrial  storms  is  tied  up  with  the  action  of  the  flares  in  heating  the  ozone 
layers  of  the  terrestrial  atmosphere." 

Roberts  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Richard  Craig  of  the  Air  Force  Research 
center  at  Cambridge  has  found  a  very  suggestive  relationship  between  the  outbreak 
of  solar  flares  and  changes  of  barometric  pressure  in  the  earth's  atmosphere.

CHICAGO  ~  The  job  outlook  for  February  engineering  graduates  is  better 
than  ever.  Earl  C,  Kubicek,  director  of  placement  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  said  today. 

"There  are  at  least  three  jobs  available  for  each  graduate, "  Kubicek 
reported,   "IWbre  than  175  companies,  many  seeking  several  engineers,  have  already 
interviewed  the  265  available  February  graduates. " 

The  average  starting  salary  for  engineers  has  gone  up  about  $15  or  $20 
since  last  June,  Kubicek  said.  June  graduates  of  Illinois  Tech  averaged  $307 
a  month,  but  February  graduates  will  average  at  least  $320, 

"The  number  of  graduates  is  declining,"  Kubicek  said,  "but  our  defense 
effort  demands  more  and  more  scientific  and  engineering  personnel.  More  firms 
want  engineering  graduates  for  positions  in  sales." 

The  armed  forces,  through  the  draft  and  their  own  demands  for  research 
and  engineering  personnel,  are  further  reducing  the  number  of  engineers  available 
for  industry. 

Some  companies  are  expanding  so  fast  they  are  scouring  the  nation's 
colleges  for  all  types  of  engineers.  One  company  is  seeking  700* 

The  number  of  companies  scheduling  interview  sessions  is  steadily 
increasing  as  the  graduating  classes  are  growiog  smaller. 

"Interviews  will  be  held  almost  to  the  day  of  graduation,"  Kubicek  said.

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CHICAGO  —  Chicago  is  becoming  a  cleaner  city,  w5.th 
less  and  loss  dustfall,  in  spite  of  increases  in  poptilation 
and  industry. 

H,  B,  Gauscbeck,  assistant  chairman  of  the  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  department  at  Armour  Research  Foun- 
dation of  IlliJiois  Institute  of  Technology,  disclosed  this 
today  in  annoujicing  the  latest  dustfall  report  to  the  Chicago 
Smoke  Inspection  and  Abatement  department, 

Gausebeck's  report  revealed  that  the  a^-erage  dustfall 
per  square  mile  in  Chicago  during  November  was  5l.  2  tons  per 
square  mile.   This,  the  Foiondation  researcher  said,  is  only 
about  I4.2  per  cent  of  the  average  dustfall  in  November,  I9U6, 
the  firrt  year  of  the  local  dustfall  survey. 

Each  month  as  a  public  service  the  Fovndation  collects, 
measures,  and  analyzes  the  dust  from  25  sampling  stations  for 
the  Smoke  Inspection  and  Abatement  department, 

Gausebeck  pointed  out  that  the  dustfall  average  in 
November,  I9U6,  was  121  tons  per  square  mile.  By  November  of

19^0  the  avcra{-,G  }\ad  dropped  to  52,13  tons  per  square  mile. 
This  year's  figure  of  5l.2  represent?  nearly  a  ton  per  square 
mile  further  decrease. 

Normallyj  Gausebeck  said^  dustfall  increases  in  the 
winter  months  because  of  the  large  number  of  home  furnaces 
being  used,  as  well  as  the  higher  winds  which  accompany  cold 
x\reather  here.     He  added  that  the  November  decrease  is  par- 
ticularly significant  in  view  of  the  unseasonably  cold  weather 
prevalent  here  early  last  month. 

Dustiest  location  in  Chicago  last  month  was  around  the 
Fair  Store,  where  the  average  dustfall  per  squ:.re  mile  was 
257.28  tons.   This  is  nearly  0?  tons  more  than  at  the  same 
spot  a  year  ago.   The  sampling  station  at  7350  Pratt  disclosed 
that  this  was  about  the  cleanest  area  of  the  city.   Only  18,32 
tons  per  square  mile  was  recorded  there  during  November,

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CHICAGO  —  Homeowners  and  industries  in  the  greater  part  of  Alabama  are 
being  assured  better  electric  service  in  the  years  ahead  as  a  result  of  studies 
vs-ently  completed  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Electrically  speaking,  the  entire  area  served  by  the  Alabama  Power  compa::/ 
was  set  up  in  a  single  roomo  A  team  of  engineers  from  Illinois  Tech,  Alabama 
Pov?er,  and  Allis  Chalmers  Manufacturing  company,  Milwaukee  Wis.,  analyzed  problems 
of  design  and  operation  v/hich  will  affect  power  customers  in  the  southern 
three-quarters  of  the  state. 

The  work  was  done  on  Illinois  Tech's  $100,000  A-C  network  calculator, 
an  elaborate  instrument  for  simulating  power  system  conditions. 

With,  the  network  calculator,  any  power  system  can  be  exactly  reproduced* 
Instead  of  using  time-consuming  mathematics,  an  electrical  engineer  can  set  up, 
in  miniature,  a  system  representing  lines  extending  for  hundreds  of  miles  and 
measure  power  and  voltages  at  any  point  under  any  conditions. 

Enough  circuit  elements  are  available  to  represent  12  generating  stations, 
100  transmission  lines  or  transformers,  4"^  loads,  and  l8  variable  ratio 
transformers. 

The  miniature  system  can  be  adjusted  to  simulate  any  operating  conditionso 
Rrom  readings,  the  engineers  can  immediately  determine  the  effects  of  additional 
loads,  methods  by  which  they  can  be  carried,  system  performance  under  normal  or 
emergency  conditions,  and  system  changes  which  can,  should,  or  must  be  made  in 

the  future. 
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The  study  was  nade  to  determine  what  new  equipment  will  be  needed  to  handle 
estimated  increased  loads  in  1955 o 

C.>  C,  Jones,  Gayle  Riley,  Melvin  D,  Henry,  and  Lonnie  P,  Hunger  of  the 
Alabama  Power  company,  and  Ao  A,  Jfeyer,  Allis-Ohalmers,  worked  on  the  projects. 

These  engineers  supplied  complete  information  on  the  local  system^  and 
characteristics  of  all  lines,  generators,  transformers,  loads,  and  voltages  were 
reduced  to  calculator  values,. 

The  circuits  on  the  calculator  were  then  connected  in  the  same  manner  as 
"i.h-^  real  equipment  and  adjusted  to  have  equivalent  valueso  'When  all  the  condifcion£ 
ve.-.-e   matched,  the  setup  became  an  exact  replica  of  the  Alabama  Power  systemo 

Changes  were  made,  new  lines  added,  new  loads  served,  new  generating 
equipment  put  into  operation,  and  accurate,  inraediate  measurements  were  made  at 
all  points  to  show  the  effect  of  such  changes,
